Thr> price of 
class 1 milk—for drinking —was 
held at a high level from 1915 to 
1918, and as a result people diank 
11 percent less milk. 


In contrast, at mnn rmchvestern 


markets the delivered price was 
4 4 cents below the eastern mar- 
kets, and midwest folks kept on 
drinking- just as much milk.

Consumer Credits Clamps Are Talked 


By the end of 1949 consumer credit is expected to pass 


the $17,000,000,000 mark. Measured in dollars, the private 
debt of the American people is twice as great as in prewar 
days and three times its level at the end of World War II. 


Economists of the Federal Reserve Board don't like to 


see this continuing growth of credit. But the men who are 
actually lending the money aren't yet worried. They believe 
buyer credit can be expanded safely another 53,000,000,000 
to $5,000,000.000. 


The lenders argue that consumer debt is running only a 


little more than 8 per cent of personal incomes left after 
payment of taxes. In 1939 such credit amounted to 11 per 
cent. 


So long as incomes remain fat enough to keep that ratio 


below its previous high, the lenders apparently will be satis- 
fied to go on putting consumers on the cuff for all kinds of 
goods and services. 


Reserve Board experts feel that today's high incomes 


ought to mean a higher proportion of straight cash pay- 
ments instead of bigger and bigger credit allowances. If 
people have the money, they should use it to pay for things 
instead of going into debt. 


These economists are perturbed about the easier and 


easier credit terms being offered in many places on sales of 
automobiles, radio and television sets, refrigerators and other 
home appliances. 


Some car dealers are asking as little as $100 down with 


three years to pay on brand-new vehicles. Nothing down 
and years to pay are the terms frequently dangled before 
prospective appliance purchasers. 


Incidentally, about $18 of every $100 in consumer-credit 


is owed on cars. Buying of appliances and radio and tele- 
vision sets accounts for another §15 of each $100. These are 
the chief categories of installment buying. Money repaid in 
installments to small loan firms, banks and credit unions 
comes to $25 more. 


The experts like to distinguish between installment loans 


and other credit, including charge accounts, some loans from 
banks, service credit from doctors, lawyers, garages, laun- 
dries and the like. Repayment in lump sums is the feature 
of this type. 


Such credit is now about $125.000,000 below the level of 


a year ago. Yet it still bulks very large, with charge ac- 
counts representing $19 of each $100 in consumer debt, sin- 
gle payment loans $17 and service credit toting up to $6. 


The installment allowances, however, produce the fur- 


rowed brows among Reserve Board members. They think 
they should have power to restrict these loans, as they did 
until Congress let the authority lapse last June 30. 


But the figures show that the former restrictions had 


little retarding effect on the growth of installment credit. 
Terms were stiffer than now, but the total outstanding debt 
went on rising anyway. 


Probably the total will continue soaring to new heights 


until lenders decide—perhaps suddenly—that people no 
longer have the income to make their payments. For that 
seems to be the only economic measuring rod they're inter- 
ested in.

value, 
milk can carry disease 


germs. Germs relish milk, too, and 
can grow in it with great speed. 
The germs can get into milk dir- 
ectly from an infected cow or may 
drop 'n anywhere along its path 
between tr.e cow and the con- 
sumer. Inieeted milk has caused 
disease m many people. The germ 
of tuberculosis is earned m rnilk. 
Typhoid ft'\(r, s< ptic sore throat 
and undulant ftvcr or uruccllOiis 
are also spread by contaminates 
milk. 


The spread of disease germs 


through milk can be checked. The 
way to do this, is simple and well' 
known. It is ori'.y ruKe.vsary to u.sr 
a prrxcss oi tiea;i:,K u,.U v.nil 
heat which Ot-strfAs the disease 
germs which may be present. This j 
heat tiftatment is called pasteuri- 
zation a name which it received 
from the great French pioneer in 
bacteriology, Lovn.s Pasteur.

Why the Coffee Nerves, Girls? 


A» every housewife and most men know, we've got a mild case of 


coffee jitters on our hands. The demand for coffee ha» been terrific; 
some stores have been stripped temporarily of Java makings. 


As a result of all this, prices have oozed up steadily. 
Lamentable thing is that this whole coffee scramble is unneces- 


sary, and even a bit goofy. Brazil and other coffee countries, true, have 
had slightly sub-standard crops of the bean (which started the rumors 
and then those mad sprints to the nearest coffee counter). But there's 
still plenty of the stuff around, and steady supplies are flowing in. 


Coffee future prices, further, have been flopping dramatically of 


late on the New York Coffee and Sugar Exchange. 


The National Coffee association testifies that United States coffee 


imports this year will set a record even for our coffee-crazy nation 
—2,772,000,000 pounds of the bean. 


How much drinking coffee does that make? Working their pen- 


cils and adding machines fast, the coffee boys say proudly that they 
can guarantee "1,000 cups of the beverage during the year for every 
man and woman up to the age of 90." That's considerably more than 
we've ever slurped down before, or are likely to consume in this com- 
ing year. 


So why this odd coffee panic? No good reason at all, according 


to coffee sellers ranging from boatload operators to the corner grocer. 
The gossip just got rolling, became magnified in nothing flat—and 
before you could say wartime-shortage-red-point there were coveys of 
otherwise calm, intelligent ladies at the coffee counters, nudging and 
buying and hoarding. 


The girls meant well, of course. Admittedly a flea-miseried bear is 


easier to live with than an average husband deprived of his morning 
mug of Java. 


But—and we've checked this carefully, ladies—there's no real cof- 


fee shortage at all. Brazil reports might have hiked coffee bean prices 
somewhat, but the sharp rises of recent days wouldn't have happened 
without this wave of hoarding. Right now, in fact, that excess is 
your greatest worry: hoarded ground coffee has a way of getting stale 
and tasting like boiled shoe leather, especially when it's just stashed 
away in paper bags. 


Our best recommendation on this one: 
Take those treasured pounds of coffee and put them in the refrig- 


erator, preferably in tight containers. 
They'll have a better chance 


of staying fresh that way. 


And the next time anybody tells you there's a coffee famine, give 


with your heartiest, prettiest laugh. This year, anyway, there just 
ain't one.—LaSalle News-Tribune.

Device to 'Breed* Atomic 
Materials Is Told by AEC 


Washington, Nov. 29—(AP) — 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) announced today it is be- 
ginning construction immediately 
on an experimental device with 
which it will try to breed precious 
atomic materials. 


If this try succeeds, atomic de- 


velopment for both war and peace 
would be greatly 
strengthened 


The corr mission did not state this 
in its announcement, but it was 
implicit 


The AEC did tell a little of its 


plans to speed work on harnessing 
atomic energy for industrial pow- 
er and for propelling: ships and 
aircraft. 


"Expanded Resources" 


"Breeding-" would mean greatly 


expanded resources of atomic ma- 
terials for use in bombs or as 


fuels in established or proposed 
peacetime applications of atomic 
energy. 


It would mean that m the pro- 


duction of these materials, full 
use could be made of uramum-238, 
the non-fissionable kind that is 
140 times more plentiful in nature 
than scarce uramum-235, the "fis- 
sionable" kind. 


It would also mean that full use 


could be made of the non-fission- 
aoie nieCai tfiuriUiT; w/i«,o .~ 
more plentiful than U-238. 


A "fissionable material" is one 


whose atoms can be "split," re- 
leasing atomic energy. 


The commission said it expec- 


ted to complete by the end of next 
3'ear, construction of a device it 
calls "an experimental breeder re- 
actor." 


This means a "furnace" design- 


ed to create more atomic fuel than 
is actually consumed in keeping 
the atomic fire burning. 


The commission gave this ap- 


proximate time-schedule on three 
other reactors which, with the ex- 
perimental breeder are expected 
to cost a total of at least $78,000,- 
000: 


1. Construction is scheduled to 


begin by "next spring" on a ' ma- 
terials testing reactor" — designed 
to test materials that might be 
used in the future in developing 
reactors for industrial power and 
the propulsion of aircraft. 


2. Construction "should be un- 


prototype of a reacu«r •£._ „ -* ' 
propel ships. 


3. Building is expected to be- 


gin "as early as possible in the 
1950 construction season" on a re- 
actor designed to produce "signi- 
ficant amounts" of electrical pow- 
er and at the same time "breed" 
atomic material for further use.

Betting at the nation's horse 
tracks this year fell off 10.44 per 
cent as compared with 1948. 


A survey of thoroughbred racing 


by the Associated Press in 20 
states—not including h a r n e s s 
tracks—disclosed that atendatnce 
was down 5.29 per cent from last 
year. 
However, for the sixth season 


in a row, betting topped the billion 
dollar mark, as 22,591,421 persons 
wagered $1,395,731,778 on the pon- 
ies in 1949.
